The time of availability for this intermediate contract work shall be the time the Contractor begins
to install all traffic control devices for lane closures according to the time restrictions listed herein.

The completion time for this intermediate contract work shall be the time the Contractor is required
to complete the removal of all traffic control devices for lane closures according to the time
restrictions stated herein and place traffic in a normal traffic pattern.

VEGETATION MANAGEMENT (CLEARING):
(06-12-18) SP

Description

The work consists of clearing the all wooded vegetation from within the stated limits within the right-of-
way. Clearing, is defined as the cutting, removal, and satisfactory disposal of all wooded vegetation and
debris within the project limit, in accordance with Section 200 of the 2018 Standard and Specifications for
Roads and Structures.

Construction Methods

Removal and disposal of all trimmings, laps, brush, or debris produced by the above operation shall be the
responsibility of the Contractor or as determined by the Engineer.

When chipping is used to dispose of trimmings, the Engineer may approve the spreading of chips along
certain sections of highway right of way.

The Engineer may allow for disposal of brush and debris at specific locations with right of way limits that
are not visible to motorists and cause no negative affects to adjacent property owners.

No debris or chips shall be placed in a manner as to prevent drainage of the roadway. All other debris shall
be removed from highway right of way before payment is made. No burning or burying of debris will be
allowed on highway right of way.

Disposal of all material shall be at a properly permitted/approved waste site. Any non-commercial sites
used for disposal of the wood waste, must be a North Carolina Department of Environmental Quality Solid
Waste Management Division certified site.

The Clearing limits for Vegetation Management (Clearing) shall be 25 feet, as measured along the cut
slopes from the back of the ditch, and 25 feet measured along the fill slopes from the top of fill slope as
shown on Typical Section 1.

The Clearing limits for Supplemental Clearing shall be any areas outside of the clearing limits as defined
by Typical Section 1 and identified for clearing by the Engineer.

A Vertical Clearing limits shall be ‘ground to sky’ unless otherwise directed by the Engineer. Cut or trim
all trees or tree branches that are leaning, overhanging or otherwise encroaching into the clearing limits.
Stumps should be cut to a height as close to ground elevation as possible.

Equipment

The Contractor shall furnish all equipment in good operating condition and shall be operated by properly
trained and qualified personnel. The Contractor shall be responsible for all costs or charges incurred in the
operation and maintenance of the equipment during the performance of this contract. All equipment shall
be equipped so as to conform to the prevailing Occupational Safety Health Act Standards.
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Measurement and Payment

Vegetation Management (Clearing) and Supplemental Clearing will be measured and paid for by the
satisfactory cutting, removal, and disposal of wooded vegetation from within the defined project limits of
this contract.

The contract unit price for Vegetation Management (Clearing) and Supplemental Clearing will be full
compensation for supplying all labor, tools, equipment, traffic control, herbicide, applicable environmental
permits and incidentals necessary to complete the required work.

No separate payment will be made for debris removal or disposal, as these are considered incidental to the
bid items of this contract.

HERBICIDE TREATMENT (CLEARING):
(11-6-17) SP

Description

The work consists of treating woody vegetative stumps with an herbicide immediately after cutting
to prevent sprouting.

Construction Methods

Follow all applicable instructions, warnings, and safety precautions stated on the manufacturer's
label, and comply with all laws and regulations governing herbicides that are in effect at the time
of use. Apply all herbicides in accordance with the manufacturer’s instructions on the product label.
Broadcast spraying will not be allowed.

The Contractor shall use an herbicide with blue dye, both of which will be provided by the Division 14
Roadside Environmental Engineer.

Herbicides shall be properly labeled and registered with the United States Department of
Agriculture and the North Carolina Department of Agriculture. A container shall contain only the
herbicide that meets the analysis guaranteed on the label. Keep all herbicides in such original
labeled containers until used.
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Herbicide application shall be conducted by individuals who possess the appropriate applicator’s
license from the NC Department of Agriculture or by individuals under their direction, who
understands and follows the herbicide labeling before applying the product.

Licensed applicators shall submit a copy of their license to the Division Roadside Engineer for his
approval prior to beginning work.

Equipment

The Division 14 Roadside Engineer must approve the application equipment (provided by Contractor) and
the method of application.

Measurement and Payment
No direct payment will be made for herbicide treatment or for the equipment needed for its

application, as it is considered incidental to the costs of Vegetation Management (Clearing) and
Supplemental Clearing.

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STANDARD SPECIAL PROVISION

ON-THE-JOB TRAINING
(10-16-07) (Rev. 4-21-15) Z-10

Description

The North Carolina Department of Transportation will administer a custom version of the Federal On-the-
Job Training (OJT) Program, commonly referred to as the Alternate OJT Program. All contractors (existing
and newcomers) will be automatically placed in the Alternate Program. Standard OJT requirements
typically associated with individual projects will no longer be applied at the project level. Instead, these
requirements will be applicable on an annual basis for each contractor administered by the OJT Program
Manager.

On the Job Training shall meet the requirements of 23 CFR 230.107 (b), 23 USC — Section 140, this
provision and the On-the-Job Training Program Manual.

The Alternate OJT Program will allow a contractor to train employees on Federal, State and privately
funded projects located in North Carolina. However, priority shall be given to training employees on
NCDOT Federal-Aid funded projects.

Minorities and Women

Developing, training and upgrading of minorities and women toward journeyman level status is a primary
objective of this special training provision. Accordingly, the Contractor shall make every effort to enroll
minority and women as trainees to the extent that such persons are available within a reasonable area of
recruitment. This training commitment is not intended, and shall not be used, to discriminate against any
applicant for training, whether a member of a minority group or not.

Assigning Training Goals

The Department, through the OJT Program Manager, will assign training goals for a calendar year based
on the contractors' past three years’ activity and the contractors' anticipated upcoming year’s activity with
the Department. At the beginning of each year, all contractors eligible will be contacted by the Department
to determine the number of trainees that will be assigned for the upcoming calendar year. At that time the
Contractor shall enter into an agreement with the Department to provide a self-imposed on-the-job training
program for the calendar year. This agreement will include a specific number of annual training goals
agreed to by both parties. The number of training assignments may range from 1 to 15 per contractor per
calendar year. The Contractor shall sign an agreement to fulfill their annual goal for the year.\
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Training Classifications

The Contractor shall provide on-the-job training aimed at developing full journeyman level workers in the
construction craft/operator positions. Preference shall be given to providing training in the following skilled
work classifications:

Equipment Operators Office Engineers

Truck Drivers Estimators

Carpenters Iron / Reinforcing Steel Workers
Concrete Finishers Mechanics

Pipe Layers Welders

The Department has established common training classifications and their respective training requirements
that may be used by the contractors. However, the classifications established are not all-inclusive. Where
the training is oriented toward construction applications, training will be allowed in lower-level
management positions such as office engineers and estimators. Contractors shall submit new classifications
for specific job functions that their employees are performing. The Department will review and recommend
for acceptance to FHWA the new classifications proposed by contractors, if applicable. New classifications
shall meet the following requirements:

Proposed training classifications are reasonable and realistic based on the job skill classification
needs, and

The number of training hours specified in the training classification is consistent with common
practices and provides enough time for the trainee to obtain journeyman level status.

The Contractor may allow trainees to be trained by a subcontractor provided that the Contractor retains
primary responsibility for meeting the training and this provision is made applicable to the subcontract.
However, only the Contractor will receive credit towards the annual goal for the trainee.

Where feasible, 25 percent of apprentices or trainees in each occupation shall be in their first year of
apprenticeship or training. The number of trainees shall be distributed among the work classifications on
the basis of the contractor’s needs and the availability of journeymen in the various classifications within a
reasonable area of recruitment.

No employee shall be employed as a trainee in any classification in which they have successfully completed
a training course leading to journeyman level status or in which they have been employed as a journeyman.

Records and Reports
The Contractor shall maintain enrollment, monthly and completion reports documenting company
compliance under these contract documents. These documents and any other information as requested shall

be submitted to the OJT Program Manager.

Upon completion and graduation of the program, the Contractor shall provide each trainee with
a certification Certificate showing the type and length of training satisfactorily completed.

Trainee Interviews

All trainees enrolled in the program will receive an initial and Trainee/Post graduate interview conducted
by the OJT program staff.

Trainee Wages

Contractors shall compensate trainees on a graduating pay scale based upon a percentage of the prevailing
minimum journeyman wages (Davis-Bacon Act). Minimum pay shall be as follows:

60 percent of the journeyman wage for the first half of the training period
75 percent of the journeyman wage for the third quarter of the training period
90 percent of the journeyman wage for the last quarter of the training period

In no instance shall a trainee be paid less than the local minimum wage. The Contractor shall adhere to the
minimum hourly wage rate that will satisfy both the NC Department of Labor (NCDOL) and the
Department.

Achieving or Failing to Meet Training Goals

The Contractor will be credited for each trainee employed by him on the contract work who is currently
enrolled or becomes enrolled in an approved program and who receives training for at least 50 percent of
the specific program requirement. Trainees will be allowed to be transferred between projects if required

by the Contractor’s scheduled workload to meet training goals.

If a contractor fails to attain their training assignments for the calendar year, they may be taken off the
NCDOT’s Bidders List.

Measurement and Payment

No compensation will be made for providing required training in accordance with these contract documents.

Maintain traffic in accordance with Divisions 10, 11 and 12 of the 2018 Standard Specifications,
the Project Special Provisions, the current edition of the Manual of Uniform Traffic Control
Devices (MUTCD), and the following provisions:

Use a lane closure to complete the work, as necessary, unless otherwise indicated. Refer to
Standard Drawing No. 1101.02, 1101.11, 1110.01, 1110.02, 1130.01 1135.01 and 1180.01 of the
2018 Roadway Standard Drawings. A lane closure is required for median sweeping on Interstates
Routes.
